THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to lay
and construoct 1ts ges maine in and upon the following strests:

(1) 4 gas main in ROSEWOOD AVENUE, from a point 396 feet east
of Nile Street easterly 126 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 8 feot north of and parellel to the south property line of
said ROSEWOOD AVENUE,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

{2) A ges main in ARCADIA AVENUE, from Woodrow Avenue to
Arroyo Sece, the centerline of which ges main shall be T3 feet
sonth of and parellel to the north property line of saild ARCADIA
AVENUE.

Said gas main described above shall have a2 cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(3) A gas main in ARROYO SECA, from $t. Johns Avenue to
Piedmont Avenue, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7%
feet east of and parallel to the west property line of =aid
ARRCOYO SECA.

Said ges main described above chell have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

{4} A& gas mein in PIEDMONT AVENUE, from Arroyo Seca to Yeates
Avenue, the centerline of which gas mein shall be 7§ feet south of
and parallel to the north property line of said PIEDMONT AVENUE,

3aid gas main desceribed zbove shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(5) A gas main in JUSTIN LANE, from a point 360 feet east of
Yeates Avenune westerly 500 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shell be T3 feet south of and parsllel to the north property line
of ssid JUSTIN LAYE.

8214 ges main descrihed sbove shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.
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(6) A gas main in ALEGRIA ROAD, from Woodrow Avenue to Arroyo
Seca, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% feet south of and
parallel to the east property line of gald ALEGRIA ROAD.

Sald ges main described akove shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet. |

(7) A gas main in STACY LANE, from El Paso Street northerly
803 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7% feot west
of and parallel to the east property line of said STACY LAYE.

Seid gas mein described sbove shall have & cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(8) A gas main in McCARTY STREET, from a point 141 feet north
of Felix Avenue northerly 145 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 9 feet west of and parallel to theesst property line of
said McCARTY STREET.

5814 gas main descrived ahboveshall have a cover of not l1ess
than 25 feet.

(9) A ges main in RICHARDSON LANE, from McCarty Street westerly
293 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 63 feet south of
end parallel to the north property line of said RICHARDSCN LAXE.

Saild ges main desceribed above shall have & cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(19) A ges mein in JUNIPER STREET, from a point 61 feet east
of Branch Street easterly 116 feet, the cemterline of which gas main
shall be 10 feet south of and paralliel to the north property line of
sald JUNIPER STREET.

Sald gas main deseribed above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet., |

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin doee not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other unde;
ground ntilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that t)
minimum depth statdd deoes not have any reference to the faect that greater depths
may not be required at special points. ¥hen the Southern Union Gas Company re-
gquired definite information upon the ground as to elevations or working points
from which to base the location of thelr assignments they shall apply to the
Department of Public Works not less than three (3) dsys before such information
is required., The Southern Union Gas fompany 3¢ further put upon notice that
they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of eny under
ground utility demeged during the construction of lines named in this resolution

AYD THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the dltches.

THAT the werk and laying of said ges meins, including the excavation in
the streets and the restorstion and meintenance of seid streets after sald
